Day Cup race for women—will be con-
tested this afternoon aver a three-and- |
a-half-mile ocenn course from Manhat-
tan to Brighton Beach. A record en-
try of fifty-two of the world's leading |
mermaids has been received for the
event, which will be conducted by the
New York Women's Swimming Associ-
ation.

The race will be international, for
Europe hag sent its greatest girl swim-
mer in years, Miss Hilda James, of
Liverponl, England, especially for the
Day Cup competition. This seventesn-
year-old champion holds every Conti-
nental and British swimming record
for women, and also is the waorld's
record holder for 300 and 440 yarda,

Heading the list of American en-
trants is Misa Helen Wainwright, the
sixteen-year-old Long Island lassie,
who i3 recognized as the world's pre-
mier all-around woman swimmer. Miss
Wainwright only last Saturday clipped
11 4-5 seeonds from Ethelda Bleibtrey's
record for 220 yards.

The start of the race is scheduled
for about 3:30 o'eloek. The girls and
their pilots will assemble pt 1:45 p. m.
A boat will take them to Riche's Point,
in Rockaway Inlet, directly southeast
of Point Breeze. They will siin in an |
almost straight line to a spar buoy off
Point Breeze and finish at the Brighton
Baths. It is figured the winner will
cover the course in a little more than |
an hour,
